San Francisco, July 5.—Bill Squires, 
the much-heralded champion of Aus 
tralia, succumbed 
to 
the blow of a 
Canadlaa fist at Colma, after he had 
been in the ring tw o minutes, by Tom 
my Burns. 
T he men who witnessed 
the brief engagem ent betw een the two 
pugilists were charitable enough not 
to call him a “dub.” but they deslgnat 
ed him as a “false a la rm ’’ who should 
have been pitted against a fourth rate 
fighter, rath er than any pugilist with 
the slightest possession of ring skill 
To say that 9,000 persons who journey 
ed to Colma to witness the fight were 
disappointed would be phrasing it too 
mildly. It was a hot day. and the jour 
ney to Colma was a disagreeable one. 
H undreds of persons < ame from other 
j sta te s to see the great fighter of the 
Antipodes battle with the light heavy­ 
weight cham pionship of the United 


I States, and anticipation was keyed up 
to the highest point. 
F'rom the stand 
j point of the average spectator the out­ 
com e would have been amusing if less 
effort had been required to reach the 
arena. 
T he fight was practically ended the 
moment the gong sounded for 'h e men 
to advance to the center of the ring 
, T hat the defensive skill of the Austra 
Man was exceedingly poor was speed 
fly attested, for in ten seconds he was 
prone on the mat. 
A well-directed 
right from B urns’ fist struck him full 
upon the Jaw. 
It did not have force 
enough behind it to give Squires his 
quietus, and a fte r taking th e count 
of four he arose in a wobbly fashion 
and rushed at Burns. 
T he tw o came 
into a clinch immediately, but were 
Im mediately separated in the center 
of the ring by Jim Jeffries, the ref 
eree. 
B urns lost no tim e in following 
up the advantage he had gained so 
early. 
Out shot his dangerous right 
again, and in a second the cham pion 
of Australia w as on the canvas with 
the u n d e f e a t e d cham pion of the world 
standing over him counting off the 
seconds 
But the end w'as not yet. 
Squires evidently had some s t a l a g 
pow ers in the face of his punH :. 
* L 
, and he rose weakly and slowi 
while 
1 Jeffries held B urns back un' 
his ad­ 
v ersary w as in position to defend him ­ 
self 
But Squires had little defense, 
left. 
T he terrific rights to the jaw . 
had accomplished the result, and the 
m en were barely in position 
again 
when the cham pion resum ed hts telling 
aggressive cam paign 
B u rn s landed 
w here and when he pleased, and in a 
few seconds, un d er the rain of blows i 
the arm s of the A ustralian dropped 
in a helpless fashion by his side. 
Then 
the finish to th e fight came. 
Burns 
deliberately selected his m ark, and 
with all the pow er that was lodged 
in his shoulders he sent his right to 
the point of th e jaw. It seemed almost 
a needless tas k 
for 
J iffrlM to go 
through the farm ality of counting the 
m an out. 
T here was not a spectator 
in the aren a w ho did not realize that 
the fight was over, and a rush was 
m ade to the ring to congratulate the 
victor. 
T he fight lasted exactly two 
m inutes and eight second*. 
T he fight proved nothing more than 
th at Squires w as a muchly overrated 
man. 
B um s, while d em onstrating im 
m easurable superiority over the Aus 
tralian. did not have an opportunity 
to dem o n strate w ether or not he is 
actually entitled to the high pugilistic 
title that 
has been bestowed 
upon 
him.
